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Not Probablk. — The Washington correspondent 
of the PhHasielphia North American speaks very 
confidently of certain "overtures"' which he gays 
were recently made l»y the British goverhmaBt to 
oar own, in relation to Central American affairs. 
"As the public is interested in knervvia^ what than 
'overture*' were,"' he says, "it may be as well 
te state that, for some month* before the meeting ef 
Congress, intimations bad been conveyed from Lord 
CJaren:lon to the Secretary of Slate justifying the 
belief that ihe British ministry were willing to 
abandon their former objections, and to stand by the 
Clayten-Bulwer treaty, upon our construction, »s a 
means of cementing mere closely the frietdly rela- 
tions of the two countiies. Lord Napier repeated 
these assurances, with an emphatic expression of his 
own favorable opinion, and clinched them with the 
repeated declaration, just m Sir Henry Bulwer used 
to do, that Great Britain desired no advantage of 
position in Central America, and wished only to 
preserve her honor and good faith to others, in 
retiring from this scene of complicated contest. 
These regotiatioas proceeded so far, ia fact, that 
the completion of the message was delayed, in the 
expectation that the steamer which arrived just be- 
fore Congress met would bring a conclusive propo- 
sition from England, which would enable the Presi- 
dent to announce a settlement of the controversy. 
But it did not come, and for reasons which are best 
known on the other side." This may all be correct, 
bat we consider it extremely improbable. Indeed, 
we haven't the faintest doubt that it is pure moon- 
shine. Such "overtures'' would l»e quite unparal- 
leled in the annals of British diplomacy. The rea- 
sons why the proposition didn't come may possibly 
be "best known on the other side," but we fancy 
they are sufficiently known to everyl>ody on this 
side who is at all familiar with the British charac-

The printing of this tariff 
volume, the second of the series, was wisely pretermitted 
until the chm.p contemplated iuour ownand other tariffs 
had been made; so that we shall now have the rates of l*4»i 
and : iu adjacent columns, as well as the very latest 
tariff charges of Brazil. Russia, and all other couutrits; thai 
affording us the tariff policy and duties of each commercial 
nation in the world for several years, instead of for only 
one, as would have beeu inevitable had this second volume 
on "Tariffs" followed the first volume on "Digests" last 
spring. The value of the volume h» of qpurse vastly eji- 
nanoed. Th- third ami fourth volumes are devoted to 
"Consular Return/." 

So wcrt Iihs probably ever been titled by the Govern- 
ment more valtia^ile to merchants, to legislators, or to the 
cwutitry gunesally than this. Congress ordered the print- 
ing of s«me fifteen or awvnty thousand copies, giving each 
Senator from seventy to eighty copies and f> each Repre- 
seutstive from thirty to fortr. The i reparation of the 
work, as is knows, was committed by the late Secretary 
Marcy to Kdmund Flacg. a clerk in the Stale Department, 
who entered it with hiuiv-lf, and wh» was dvtaehed for 
that purpdsc; and the sagacious statesman seems to have 
evinced his nsual acumen in the scl< ciU>n. His kBOwledift- 
of character was intuitive. He might err In mew ores, but 
is aaid never u> have erred in men. Mr. Flagg was known 
as the author of a couple of volumes os Venice, and other 
work?, hot had not Hie slightest name Or experience as a 
statistician fonf years ago. His labor* on this work have 
earned tor him hie-h rank among the atatwticians of the 
world. 

"We observe, " says the National Intelligencer, 
in copying thio high but strictly just pralae, "by the 
Washington correspondence of another New York 
journal that the superintendent of this important 
work, in accordance with a purpose long entertain- 
ed, contemplates upon its completion retiring from 
his statistical labors for pursuits less exacting, and, 
to a man of letter.-, perhaps more congenial. Had 
we not already united our testimony with that of the 
press throughout the country respecting the value 
of the series of commercial and other statistics pre- 
pared at the State Department during the last three 
or four years, under the charge of Mr. Flagg, it 
would be quite gratuitous for us to do so now. By 
the appreciative liberality of Congress those works 
are everywhere, and everywhere they speak for 
themselves."

PRrsTixc Baxk Notes. — According to Professor 
Silliman, a new method of printing bank notes has 
been invented in Canada, which overcomes every 
defect found to exist in other plans. This method 
is simply the use of two permanent and opaque inks, 
both of which are insoluble and indelible. The one 
is a black carbon ink. in which the engravings of a 
bank note are usually printed, and the other is a 
natural green ink, for tinting the surface of the 
note, which is produced directly from the sesquiox- 
ide of chromium. The discovery of a light-colored 
ink, possessing the same qualities as the well-known 
black ink, whose basis is carbon, is certainly an 
important event. And if these two inks, when 
united on a bank note, have no photographic con- 
trast — if they are permanent in their color, and, as 
Professor Silliman says, unchangeable by anything 
which the chemist has at present at his disposal — 
then the new method is certainly one oi decided 
value.

Fight between the Mechanic axd IIopf. Fii e 
Compaxiks — Man Shot and Dangerously Wounded. 
Our city was disgraced last night by a fight between 
the Mechanic and Hope tire companies, in which a 
member of the Mechanic named Fred Haus was 
shot, and it is feared mortally wounded. The ball 
entered the chest an inch below the heart. Haus 
was carried to the office of Dr. McCabe, on First si. 
Haus resides on Market street, between Brook and 
Floyd. 

The precise particulars of the affair it was Impos- 
sible to obtain, but we will grve them as they were 
tojd us. Before entering into any details, it may be 
well to state that a feeling of animosity has existed 
between these companies for some time, and that 
several previous encot'- r ters have taken place. 

The gas lamps w e» cot lit, and the moon being 
hidden by the cloud? the streets were quite dark. 

The alarm of fire *as caused by the burning of jfc 
bed in a house on Fourth street, between Market 
and Jefferson. It was put out without the aid oi 
the engines. The bell of the Washington engine 
house gave the first alarm for the Fifth district, in 
which the fire had been, but several of the engines 
ran into the Sixth district. 

In returning, the Mechanic and nope- engines 
came up Jefferson street together, and, when near 
Second street, the Hope Company having much the 
smaller engine, passed the Mechanic. Here the to* 
started. The Mechanic members, it is said, left 
their engine, and, coming up with the Hope, stones 
and brickbats were freely used, and finally firearms. 
Five shots were fired, one of which took effect on 
Haus, as above stated. One version was that the 
shot which wounded Haus was fired by one of the 
Mechanic members, and another version was that 
the shot was fired by a member of the Hope com- 
pany. A notorious character belonging to the latter 
is said to have fired three shots. 

The Hope company finally abandoned their appa- 
ratus, and after the melee it was taken possession of 
by the Mechanic, with the intention of running it 
into the river. This was however prevented through 
the exertions of the director of the Mechanic com- 
pany, and the engine was left in the street opposite 
the Mechanic house. 

We hope the officers will spare no pains to arrest 
the guilty parties. It is high time that, the present 
fire organization should be changed, ia other cities 
pay departments have l*«n found not only more 
orderly, but also more efficient. Until the present 
is abandoned, we may look for repeated oc- 
of this kind.

The House went into committee of the whole, 
yesterdav morning, on a joint resolution for the 
election of public printer. A bill had !)cen previ- 
ously introduced, tor the re-locatiou of the capital, 
and a motion to MSf»ad rules and put it through 
"without delay had l>een announced on the part of 
its friends. To consume time, when the House went 
into committee of the whole on the prinking resolu- 
tion, several gentlemen, who are opposed to the re- 
moval of the capital, spoke against "time; thus pre- 
venting a motion for the riMng of the committee. 
At this the Speaker and his friend — a majority of 
the House, and the same men who votea for the 
"Delegate devolutions"— spUal much exasperated 
and witbd; c» from the House; ihs liii.icriij— thir- 
teen in number— remaining in committee. 

Speaker Decker and his friends came down to the 
Douglas House, and iu caucus decided to break up 
the committee and get the chair at all hazards, the 
Shaker declaring that he would have it or die. It 
is even rumored that the Speaker and several of his 
friends armed themselves with revolvers. The chief 
clerk of the Couucil was found and persuaded to 
take a MtMMI to the House. Oq a message from 
the Council biin^ announced, the Hmm l«eing still 
in committee of the whole, Mr. Thrill in the chair 
and Mr. Clayej having the rl.Kir, an inquiry was 
made as to w'hetfierthe Council was in session, and, 
the clerk reph imr that that body was not iu session, 
a rule in Jefferson's manual was cited showing that 
no message should be received unless both the houses 
were in tses ion; on which the c'aairmau informed 
the clerk that his message could not be received, 
and Mr. Claves proceeded with his remarks. 

At this juiicture Mr. Decker, who, with his friends, 
had returned to the House, Started for the Shaker's 
chair, and, snatching the gavil from the hand of the 
chairman, raised it in a threatening manner, at the 
same time ordering Thrall to leave, remarking that 
be would take possession ot the chair or die. Mr. 
Murphy, on seeing the Speaker in the act of assault- 
ing Dr. Thrall, interfered and endeavored to wrest 
the gavil from bis band, when a pretty general melee 
ensued, creating a nice scene of confusion, which, in 
the expressive language of an eye-witness, would 
"almost make one think that b— 11 had given a hol- 
iday and turned all the devils loose in the Nebraska 
Legislature." Several members "pitched in," and 
it is said that the Speaker would have been pretty 
roughlv handled had it not been for the timely as- 
sistance of Mr. Hanscoin— who happened to be with- 
in the bar — In rolling him under the table w ithout 
even waiting to "suspend rules." 

Dr. Thrall still kept the chair, and succeeded in 
restoring order. Mr. Clayes went on with his 
speech; Speaker Decker and his friends left the 
House without gettiug possession of the chair by 
force; and at length the committee rose, the mem- 
bers present elected a Speaker pro tern., and ad- 
journed till the usual hour this morning. 

It should be remarked that the lobby was crowded 
during the melee, and that no disposition to interfere 
was manifested; and, as £oon as partial order was 
restored, every man in the lobby, at the request of 
Mr. Morton, of Otce, left the room. 

The House met this morning at the usual hour; 
the reading of the journal was dispensed with, and 
a motion to adjourn to Florence was made and car- 
ried, on which the majority withdrew, leaving the 
minority; who elected Mr. Poppleton Speaker pro 
tern., and adjourned till to-morrow morning. The 
clerk of the House, understanding his business ful- 
ly, refused to move the journals, minutes, and other 
papers, but kept the same here at the capitol. 

About 10>t>' o'clock this morning, Mr. Rteves, in 
the Council, moved that that body also adjourn to 
Florence. The President, Dr. Miller, very properly 
refused to entertain the motion; thereupon Mr. 
lUseves put the motion himself, for which act it is to 
t* regretted that he was not promptly arrested by 
the sergeant-at-arms. 

The reason of Dr. Miller's refu-al to entertain the 
motion was, that the Legislature could not adjourn 
under the organic law, without the joint action of 
the two Houses, and the official action of the Gov- 
ernor. An appeal was takeu from the decision, and 
sustained bv the majority The President still firm- 
ly refusing" the question, Mr. Keeves, of Otoe, arose 
in Ids place and put the question, which was declar- 
ed bv the President to be informal, and out of order; 
but,"regardless of that, the majority withdrew from 
the Council Chamber. 

Gov. Cummiug has issued an order for keeping 
the journals, minutes, &c., of the Council also at the 
capitol. 

The greatest excitement prevailed, and numerous 
are the conjectures as to what will De done. If the 
withdrawing memberr— twenty-one in the House 
and eight in the Council — assemble at Florence, the 
Governor will not and cannot recognize their acts. 
In the meantime, those members of each House re- 
maining here will assemble at their respective rooms, 
and, not having a quorum preseut, will adjourn 
from day to day. 

Portable Gas.— There is one great benefit the 
gas monopolists profess to confer on the public, and 
that is, the pavements will be less taken up for 
pipe-laying, as there will be only one company pass- 
ing mains through a street instead of one, two, 
three, or four. Alas! there is a proposition that the 
pavements shall not be taken up at all, and the sub- 
ways less burdened, as no pipes are wanted for 
gas. 

The old Portable Gas Company failed in London, 
not because thev could not send out portable gas, 
but because there was a very restricted private de- 
mand for gas, and the pipe companies were able to 
keep their ground by supplying the street lamps. 
The establishment charges of the Portable Gas Com 
panv l>ecame too heavy, and the capital was eaten 
up, "and so the carts no longer went forth, and a 
shopkeeper could no longer receive his bottle of gas. 
Times are now altered; there is gas in every shop 
and in many private houses, and the portable gas 
can find customers enough in Paris among the thou- 
sands of consumers of the Union des Gas, and there 
are considerable sales. As the business has again 
taken a practical shape, and is of considerable inter- 
est to our readers, we think it desirable to make a 
few remarks on it. The gas business may be di- 
vided into two parts— the manufacture and the dis- 
tribution. 

The manufacture costs but a comparatively small 

Edition of the whole price to the consumer, say in 
ondon, out of 4s 6d or 5s, the actual cost of the 
gas at tne factory will not be more than Is 6d to 2s, 
but the distribution in pipes becomes burdensome, 
because not cnlv is the capital sunk enormous, and 
the cost of repairs very great from the disturbance 
of pipes under the pavements, but the leakage is 
very considerable. This leakage varies from 10 to 
33 per cent.— -that is to say, in some cases 1,500 cu- 
bic feet of gas are manufactured to supply 1,000 cu- 
bic feet to the consumer, and commonly 1,258 cubie 
feet. Leakage is being lessened by better manage- 
ment, but it is still a very great loss to the pipe 
companies. 

Such being the position of the pipe companies, we 
have now to consider the position of a portable gas 
company. The Portable Gas Company has to maa- 
ufact ure gas which can be delivered at the factory 
at Is 6-1 or 2s per 1,000 cubic feet; that is to say, if 
the customers brought their own pots— as they say 
at the beershop*-thev could get the gas in London 
at 2s per 1,000 cubic feet, or less than half price. 

The portable gas, when in the house, is no trou- 
ble. The cylinder occupies the position now held 
by the meter, and the inner services and fittings of 
the house are supplied from it. When emptied, 
another full cylinder is supplied daily, and the emp- 
ty cvlinder is taken back by the carts. To deliver 
portable gas, however, a company must have a 
plant of carta, of course, which adds te the cost of 
delivery; bnt we believe in Paris the gas can be de- 
livered' at 2s or 3s 6d per 1,000 cubic feet. The 
whele capital of the Portable Gas Company is only 
150,000f., or £6,000— an inconsiderable sum in com- 
parison with the quarter of a million sterling of an 
ordinary metropolitan company. As the capital is 
so small, the amount of profit required is less; and 
as the price to consumers is low it can be made a 
ready-moner business. A consumer who now pays 
£\ a year would pav for portable gas about Is a 
week. — [xmdon IhuidMg Newt. 1

He wished i«i a.bire^ hirn«elf calmly 
and dis-passiouately to the judgment of the S.-nate, 
l«eiMse. by appealing to My paitiaM prejudice, be 
would uet" advance the onjeci in view. He would 
speak earnestly, for h« felt deeply tha importance of 
the |irD}!Ostti<>n in fhe pVesenf junc'.iire rf ed'.iii.«, 
w Uia:: involved n »t lsa\ff the charuc-er and conduct 
of a nigh, gallant, and veteran officer of the navV, I 
bnt the policy of the AdruioLura'.ion on the neutral- ' 
ity law* the laws of nations, our re In' ions towards 
the feeble republics of Central America, and, j>er- 
hape more than all other things, the honor, integrity 
and good faith of the government of the United 
States. He referred to the history of Walker, who 
was first heard of as a military adventurer in Sono- 
ra, where with a aandful of misguided followers, 
whe were couipletelv repulsed and defeated. He 
subsea/wnfly entered Nicaragua where, for a time, 
he was more successful. He held, or seemed to 
hold, the power of tha government there, but lost it 
by the same means he acquired it, viz: by the sword. 
At Kivas he was rescued from inevitable destruction 
by emcees of the United States government. 

Whatever power Walker had in Nicaragua was 
ended upon his surrender at Kiva«, whether it was 
<ft jure or de facto. He read extracts of letters from 
Yrt;»ari and Molina to the Secretary of State, to 
show their gratitude to Paulding for arresting Wal- 
ker and hie men, aud quoted from Puffendorf and 
Vat'tl to sustain bis positions. There ara case* 
w hen it l-econies t^t duty of au officer to exceed the 
Inter of his instructions for the purpose of msre 
fully earryiug out thei' epirlt. Had Paulding qui- 
etly looked on aud made no attempt to interfere with 
the lawless pioctedisgs of Welker, it might have 
been justly nifesrtd that thi* fruvernment was in 
collar -n vtt him and acting good faith toward 
Nieara^na. He repudiated sudb am idea, and thonght 
all the power which tl>e Government possessed in 
the premises was conferred on Paulding in good 
faith, and it would have l»een crime for that officer 
to have neglected upon mere technical objections to 
carr»- out the clearly expressed wiahe* of the Gov- 
vernmeut. He argued that governments might 
justly be held responsible not ouly for what they 
do, but for what they fail to do — not only for what 
is done by the Government itself, but for what tB 
dote by its eiti*eus with the knowledge of the Gov- 
ernment, when the Government had the power to 
prevent it. 

Henee the neglect of this government to prevent 
an expedition against Nicaragua being organized 
and set on foot w«thin its limits, when that occur* 
rence was notorious and the government had ]>ower 
to hinder it, have been a just cause for declaration of 
war by Nicaragua against this country. Had it not 
been intercepted before the consummation of its ob- 
ject, she might complain that the tiger had been let 
loose, but she could never complain that we again 
chained him up. She might indeed complain that 
Walker had been suffered to violate her territory, 
but not that our officers had entered her territory "to 
remove hhn. The only regret he had in this case 
was that, instead of sending a message, half censure 
and half apology, the present administration had 
not fully and frankly avowed and justified the act 
of Pauldmg. 

Mr. Brown moved a substitute for the resolution, 
declaring the arrest of Walker and his followers a 
violation of the territorial sovereignty of a friendly 
power and not being sanctioned by any existing law. 
Congress disavows the act and' expresses its con- 
demnation of Paulding's conduct in this regard. 
Mr. Brown, in explaining hia substitute, said that 
the territory certainly did not belong to the United 
State?, and as we are" not at war with Nicaragua, it 
was a violation of her territorial sovereignty, be- 
cause it was unquestionable foreign territory" which 
was invaded by Paulding. He had listened atten- 
tively to the remarks of the Senator from Wiscon- 
tin to hear by what law the act of Paulding was to 
be Justified . 

1 he President said it was a grave offence, and 
although the President did not attempt to palliate 
it, he did not justify it upon any legal ground. If 
there ever was a fair election in Nicaragua it was 
when Walker was elected; yet he bad Iteen called a 
pirate. If so, what right had the Executive to turn 
a pirate loose in the streets of Washington? But 
this was a miserable pretext. These facts being so 
relative to the act of Paulding, all he asked was 
that Congress should disown and condemn it, and 
the condemnation was placed on the express ground 
that the act was disavowed by the Administration. 
If the act had been avowed by the Executive, he 
should have asked Congress to pass a vote of cen- 
sure against the President, the Secretary of the Na- 
vy, or whoever gave the order. We had indeed 
fallen on strange times, when Paulding could say to 
the Secretary of the Navy: "You fogy, you nincom- 
poop, you are meddling" with matters vou know 
nottdng about." The Secretary of the "Navy, in- 
stead of reprimanding Paulding, said he rather 
thought he had the right to dispose of the naval 
forces as he pleased. If such a letter hid been ad- 
dressed by Porter, Elliott, or any of tr e old captains 
to such Secretaries of the Navy as Smith, Thomp- 
son, or Southard, be would forthwith have been re- 
buked and punished. If the present Secretary does 
not think fit to vindicate his official conduct, he can 
let it alone. By the resolution of the Senator from 
Wisconsin, it is proposed to give a medal to Com- 
Paulding for gallant conduct. Great God! 



Paulding, commanding one hundred guns with 500 or 
600 men, captured Walker and a handful of follow- 
ers, who laid down their arms at the first summons 
Was Congress, for this, called upon to vote a false- 
hood? Paulding said his (Walker's) men behaved 
with extraordinary gallantry, L Laughter."] That 
would be much more gallant than the act of Pauld- 
ing, and much more deserving of medals. [Renew- 
ed laughter.] He undertook to say that the expe- 
dition was not unlawful. The men had a right to 
expatriate themselves. There is no proof that the 
expedition was set on foot in the United States. 
They had a right to go to Nicaragua, taking the con- 
sequences of their acts. H« repeated, that he would 
not vote a medal to a man who violated the laws of 
bis country, and who, the President says, committed 
a grave error. 

Mr Pugh said, if, as has been charged, Walker 
and his men were fugitives from justice, why were 
thev not handed over to the Marshal of Louisiana, 
where the offense was committed? It is idle to sav 
that they were arrested as fugitives. All the argti- 
that the President is the commander of the 
nd navy, and has a right to pursue fugitives 
. the United States is out of the question. If 
they were ai rested aspirates, they could be tried at 
the very first part. If prirates, why were Walker 
and his followers, when in New York and Norfolk, 
committed to prison.

LOUISVILLE SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

A meeting of the Sunday School Superintendents 
was held at the Depository, 103 Fourth street, Mon- 
day evening, Jan. 11, 1858. A. F. Cox was called 
to the chair. The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Rev. John McDevitt. 

After a full and free interchange of views, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

Retolved, That the Chairman of this meeting, 
Brother A. F. Cox, be, and hereby is, appointed to 
visit the Sabbath Schools of this city for the purpose 
of stirring them up to the importance of adopting a 
thorough, systematic visitation of the whole city, in 
order to secure the attendance of those out of 
school; and to hold Sunday school prayer meetings on 
Sabbath afternoon for scholars and teachers, and on 
the second Monday night of each month for the 
teachers and other friends.

The bill has a stiff, formal 
appearance, and may be detected by a close, experi- 
enced observer. 

It would be well, perhap«, for me to discontinue 
these (rifling "affairs" for the prerent, and commit 
tbe'preparation of tbe history of the current Legis- 
lature to other and abler pens. In inv hasty sketcnes,

Frankfort, Jan. 21, 3 P. M. 

Last night we had an exhibition of tbe deaf mutes 
from the asylum at Danville, in the hall of the 
House of Representatives, on which interesting oc- 
casion the house was filled with the beauty, chival- 
ry, and intellect of the denizens and visitors of 
Frankfort, all anxious to see haw the poor unfortu- 
nates w»re progressing in their literary pursuits. 
The exhibition was highly interesting, showing con- 
clusively that the pupils are saseeptible of the hhih- 
est attainments in every branch of learning. The 
readiness with which they answered questions pro- 
miscuously put to them, pertaining to history, geo- 

fraphy, mathematics, &c, was truly astonishing, 
noticed particularly their readiness to detect the 
slightest error in spelling or in the collocation of 
words or letters. Among the pupils were a number 
of very pretty and interesting young ladies, who, 
unfortunately," "lack words to express their ideas." 
From the interest taken in the exhibition last eve- 
ning, I suppose any reasonable appropriation for the 
benefit of the Asylum which may be asked will be 
readily granted. 

The ladies of the Methodist Church last night held 
a fair to obtain funds for the rebuilding of then* 
house of worship, which was destroyed by tire some 
time ago. Of course the belles and beaux were in 
full attendance, enjoyed themselves greatly with 
flirtations and frivolities and partook generously of 
the elegant repast furnished on the occasion. I am 
glad to say that the amount of Vargent received on 
the occasion was entirely satisfactory to the sisters 
who superintended the feast. 

But Frankfort was not all gaiety yesterday. The 
city was clouded by a gloom upon the arrival of the 
Lexington train bearing the remains of Mr. Robert 
Carmichael, who died at Cincinnati a day or two 
since. He was a gentleman of a high order of intel- 
lect, and, in his profession of ornamental gardener, 
made a great reputation from having laid out and 
improved the beautiful and romantic grounds of the 
Frankfort Cemetery. He was universally respected 
by the citizens of this place, and his death produced 
deep regret. Yesterday afternoon his remains were 
followed by a few sympathising friends to the 
grounds he had so beautified and adorned. Peace 
to his ashes. 

The Senate to-day was engaged almost exclusive- 
ly in the discussion of the series of resolutions upon 
federal relations, offered several diys ago by your 
talented Senator, Col. Ripley, which, I l>elieve, you 
have already published in full. Tne Colonel made 
one of the most powerful and effective speeches of 
the session in support of his resolutions, and was 
listened to with breathless interest, not only by the 
"grave and reverend" Senators, but by the immense 
crowd of ladies and gentlemen who thronged the 
lobbies to hear the great national questions contained 
in the resolutions discussed. He was replied to at 
great length by Mr. Rust, the Senator from Green- 
up, who seems to have been put forwanl on this oc- 
casion as the particular and favorite champien of 
the Democracy. Tbe speech was only remarkable 
for its length, if I mav trust my own judgment and 
the manifestations of tbe auditory, who, by their 
impatieucc and evident disinclination to hear, show- 
ed pretty conclusively that they entertained very 
strong doubts in regaid to the capacity of the gen- 
tlemen from Greenup to enlighten the assemblage. 
The vote was taken separately on each resolution, 
and resulted in a strict party vote, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Garrard, the Democratic Senator from 
Clay, who voted with the American party upon the 
first and second resolutions, but going with his party 
upon the remaining questions. The resolutions were 
adopted by the Senate, but of course wiU stand no 
show in the House, as that body, or a majority of
